Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fail to 
teach or fairly suggest the invention as claimed, particularly the features of obtaining a 
first group of channel gain estimates for the first group of subbands based on the 
received pilot symbols, performing an IFFT on the first group of channel gain estimates 
to obtain a sequence of time-domain channel gain values, rotating the sequence of 
time-domain channel gain values to obtain a first sequence of rotated channel gain 
values for a second group of subbands, and performing a FFT on the first sequence of 
rotated channel gain values to obtain a second group of channel gain estimates for the 
second group of subbands.
